C asualty and Surety U nderw riters, tw en- 


thou san d and fiv e hundred persons 
loSt their liv es in m otor v ehicle accidents 
in- 19 25 . 
This w as an increase of 2,200 
ov ^u' th e casualties of 19 24 , or a rise of 
aliout 10 per cent. 
O f those killed 6 ,3 00 
w ere children under fifteen y ears of age, 
w h ich i.s 210 more than the num ber for 
19 24 . 
T hus the p ercen tage of children 
killed ad v an ced only 3 Cl* 
cent, w h ile 
the loss of life of persons ov er fifteen 
y ears of ag e grew' by 15 per cent. 
T h ese statistics sh ow a d an gerous in­ 
crease in the num ber of autom obile acci­ 
dents, w hich should be carefu lly observ ed 
by all people. 
On the one hand, the n u m ­ 
ber in proportion to the total population 
is significant, but on the other, it rev eals 
a d ep lorab le state of affairs. 
D uring the 
last f e w y ears m otor v ehicles hav e d e ­ 
stroy ed m ore liv es than the U nited States 
loM in th e w orld w'ar. 
T he risks of trav el­ 
ing on streets and h ig h w ay s are increas- 
iirg. 
A n d the reasons for th ese risks de­ 
serv e attention. 
A ccid en ts take place from tim e to time 
« "i.riy w’here and under any conditions. T h ey 
are regrettable, but in som e cases un av oid­ 
able. 
in autom obiles injury to som e part 
of the m echan ism m ay cause the m isfor­ 
tunes. 
But w h en this is the case, it i.s 
often du e to lack of pi'oper care of the 
cars. 
If th ese v /ere constantly looked af ­ 
ter and k ep t in the best of conditioii and 
if sp e e d in g w as not practiced, breakdowms 
w ou ld occur m uch less often- 
How'ev er, the v ast m ajority of au tom o­ 
bile accidents are due to the n e g lig e n c e 
of driv ers. 
R eck less driv ing, joy in s p e e d ­ 
ing, disregard of rules of traffic pile up 
th e death toll. 
W e are constantly seek in g 
to m ak e transportation safer by straight­ 
en in g highw'ay s, elim in ating g rade cross­ 
ings, and 
erectin g 
traffic 
signals 
and 
signs. 
But such dev ices cannot elim inate 
careless or in efficien t driv ers. 
The A tlan ­ 
tic City T im es d eclares that “ a m otor car 
in the han ds of an unintelligent or v icious 
person is w orse than a rev olv er.’' 
H ere 
indicated the ch ief daiiger in modern 
li'uv el. 
The strictest m easures should be taken 
to ensure the proper training of c h au f­ 
feurs and of persons owming and operat­ 
ing their owm cars. 
Public opinion can 
arouse itself and d em an d careful m otor­ 
ing. 
T he carry ing of con cealed w’eapons 
is forbidden and is su bject to punishm ent. 
But so far little has been done to prohibit 
inefficient 
motorists. 
One of the worst 
jiroblems in life is the d ealin g with c are ­ 
less persons in ev ery sort of occupation. 
C arelessn ess causes fires, ex plosions, col­ 
lisions, and disasters of m any sorts.
